ciples of the universal Church. Upon 
the basis of this statement, I submit 
the following: 

What is meant.by theterm “hell?” 
I goto the scriprutes first. In the 
Old Testatment we find but one word, 
and that the Hebrew word “Sheol.” 
In thirty-three places this word refers 
simply to the “grave,” and in every 
other instaoce to the “‘unseen world,”’ 
or the “world beyond the grave.” In 
the New Testament we find three 
words which have beea translated hell. 
The first of these is the Greek word 
“Tartarus;’ the second is ‘‘Hades,” 
which is the exact equivalent of the 
Hebrew “Sheol,” and,like it ,refers only 
to the “place of departed spirits,” or 
the “unseen world beyond the grave;” 
the third is“Gehenna,” Insomuch as 
this is the term used, with but one ex- 
cepiion, by the Savior alone; and inso- 
much as the whole controversy hinges 
upon it, I beg your indulgence as I 
briefly give its history. The Greek 
“Geheova” is derived from the Heb- 
rew ‘*‘Ge-Hinnon,” , which simply 
means the “valley of Hinnon.” }To 
the south of Jerusalem there lay a 
valley, or rocky glen, which, in the 
early history of the Jews, hed been 
defiled by idol worship, and by the 
sacrifice of buman beings to the cruel 
god Moloch. In consequence of this 
horrible Gefilement, this valiey had 
been made the common sewer of the 
city, the receptacle of all its filth. 
Carcasses of dead beasts, the refuse 
and offal of the city, every form of 
dirt and garbage—all these were haul- 
ed there and burned with fires that 
scarcely ever were quenched. In ad- 
dition to this, the severest form of 
Jewish law would condema the worst 
criminals to death, and then command 
that their bodies should be cast, un- 
buried, into this valley, there to lie 
and rot, or else to be consumed with 
the filth and garbage. The first 
meaning of this word “‘Gehenna,” 
then, was simply the ‘‘valley of Hin- 
non ;” its second meaning implied the 
worst form of puosishment whicha 
Jewish court could inflict, viz.: the 
condemning of a criminal to death, 
and then the causing of bis unburied 
body to be cast amid the fires and 
worms of this dreadful valley. Since 
the Savior used this term “Gehenna,” 
in reference to future punishment; 
since He speaks of the fire that is un- 
quenchadle, of the worm which dies 
not; and since all this is susceptible of 
at least two interpretaticns, that is 
the absolutely literal, and the figurative,

St. Jerome, the great father of 
the Roman Chureh, says: “The worm 
which will never die, and the fire 
which never will be quenched, is by 
many understood to be the conscience 
of sinners which tortures them when 
uader punishment, when, through 
their own fault and sin, they missed 
the good of the elect.” St. Ambrose, 
the famous Bishop of Milan, says: 
“There is no gnashing of corporeal 
teeth, nor any perpetual fire of corpor- 
eal flames, nor is the worm corporeal. 
The fire is that which the sadness 
over transgressions generates, because 
the sins pierce with compunction, the 
mind and sense of the irrational soulof 
the guilty, and eat out the, as it were, 


‘| bowels of conscience, which sins 


“ penses, says:‘‘It is mot known exactly

fire.” Evon St. Augustine, the hard, 
cold, rigid Bishop of Hippo, in many 
ways ope of the sternest of all the di- 

vines of the Church, whether ancient 

or modern says that the “eternal death 
of the damned is alienation from the 
sife of God.” 

I need not multiply instances, I 
need not speak of Justin Martyr, of 
Origen, of Clemens, of Alexandria, of 
Gregory, of Nyssa,iodeed of the whole 
long line of ancient divines, who have 
been the pillars ofthe Church, and 
who have stamped their impress upon 


bear the closest testimony to the im- 
materiaity of the nature of future 
punishment. The belief of the Church, 
then, has heen overwhelmingly in 
support of the figurative use of the 
térms “fire” and ‘“‘worm” and “gnash- 
ing of teeth” by the Savior. What- 
ever may be the private opinion of 
lesser lights, since Calvin's hard and 
dreadful days, the great suns of the 
Charch, the immortal and resplendent 
light¢ of the Church, the clearest ex- 
pounders, and the ablest minds of the 
Church, have ever and clearly held to 
the figurative nature of the Savior’s 
teachings, and the immateriality of 
the punishment. But they have all 
held firmly to the fact of future pun- 
ishment, They have all taught clearly 
that there will be a future retribution, 
a future punishment; and, indeed, 
from the very pature of things, must it 
not be so? Is it so that, in the future 
of things, there will be no difference 
between the seducer, the adulterer, 
the wife-beater, the child-abuser, the 
blasphemer, the thief, the social. para- 
site, the moral leper, the man whose 
influence is on!y for bad, and the pure 
man, the woman-respecter, the wife- 
lover, the child-protector, the honest 
man, whose iofluence is only for good, 
and to whom suciety points with pride 
and admiration? Is it so that there 
will be no difference in the future 
condition ofa St. John and a Bill 
Sykes; a Caligua aod a Marcus Aoton- 
inus; a Robespierre snd a Washington ; 
a Marat and a Lincolo? Is it so that 
there will. be no difference between 
the man who greets his expectant wife 
\with aloving kiss,and the one who 
greets her with kicks and blows? be- 
tween the father who teaches his boys 
to be honest and manly and _ hard- 
working men, and the one who sends 
them forth to stcal that he may drink 
and live? between the mother who 
teewhes her daughters to be pure and 
modest and chaste, and the one who 
will teach them to kill and prostitute 
themselves to some bideous moral lep- 
er, because he may have the money 
wherewith to deck them in gaudy 
vestments? between the man who 
honestly pays his way, and the one 
who, like a parasite, lives off the com- 
munity, and will not pay a dollar if 
he can possibly avoid it? between a 
man who looks upon agirl’s honor and 
virtue as her crown and jewel, and 
the one who regards her as a toy, io 
be used for an hour, and then flung 
into the gutter? between the man who 
fears God and honors His laws, and 
the one who isa blasphemer and a 
vicious law breaker? Is it to be so 
that there will be n- difference ia their 
future condition? thatthe one is to 
reap no reward, and the other meet 
with no punishment? I know it is 
often said that they have their punish- 
ment in this life. But the facts are 
all against this theory, they are too 
stupid ffand stolid, too brutal and 
bestial to have any compunctions cr 
ypangs of conscience in this life; their 
‘reward can only come io another life 
where all wrongs are righted. 

But what say the leading miods in 
the Church in regard to the nature of 
this punishment? They are most clear 
and pronounced against a material 
puoishment. What then do they say 
of this punishment? They embrace 
it under three conditions. First, a 
perpetual banishment from the pres- 
ence of God; second, a perpetual com- 
munion and association with the vile 
and impure spirits whom they have 
sought and consorted with here; and 
third, the agonizing stings of consci- 
ence as they realize what they might 
have been, and perceive what they 
reallyare. Nothing more; but is not 
this enough? You say it is hard, but 
is it not of their own seeking? Did 
tHey not rejectand shun God when 
in life? Why then should they con- 
sider themselves as entitled to God 
afterdesth? Did they not seek and 
consort with these dreadful and ma- 
liga spirits when in life? . Why then 
should they exclaim against the jus- 
tice that condemns them to perpetual! 
fellowship with them after death? 
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Did they not, inthe face of warnings 
innumerable, stultify themselves, and 
ruin themselves, and destroy them- 
selves when in life? Why then should 
they cry out aguinst the logical results 
of their doings, and exclaim against 
the self-inflicted torments of their own 
consciences ? You perceive that I 
have confined myself to a strictly 
practical view of the question. The 
Church has oever defived herself io 
any other way, and neither do I. She 
never decided who are saved and who 
are lost, from a theological standpoint. 
While she has a long and glowing and 


brilliant and noble line of saints, she 


has not one absolutely, and literally, 
allthe ages of makind; for they all | 


and positively, not one,upon her list of 
the finally lust. She is too wise, and 
humane, aod Christlike for that. She 
realizes that the great Judge is One 
who reads the very secrets of the 
heart; is one who will judge iorright- 
eousness; she knows that she cannot 
do this, that many whom she would 
condemn ‘will be accépted by Him, 
and that many she would accept 
would be condemned by Him. She 
therefore wisely refrains from all con- 
demnation, and leaves all such decis- 
ions to Him who only is wise. Let 
no man deceive you; the Uhurch, asa 
Charch, never consigned one of us, 
and never will consiga one of us to 
the lists of the finally lost. We hea 
a great Outcry agaiost the word damn- 
ed, as used in the Scriptures: Any 
dictionary will show thatthat is mere- 
ly the old English form of the word 
condemned. To be damned, there- 
fore, is simply to be condemned, and 
nowhere is the nature of this con- 
demnation defined, It is only infer- 
red to be in the three-fold form given 


above. 
But now, as a last thiog, is this 


punishment “eternal?” The Greek 
words alone do not inform us. The 
words translated eternal, everlasting, 
are derived from the Greek words 
“aion” and “aionios;” these sometimes 
refer to an age or dispensation, such 
as the bronze age or the Christian dis- 
pensation, and sometimes to such vast 
periods as are embraced within a great 
geological epoch. In other words, 
they sometimes refer to periods of 
time which bav@ an end, and some. 
times to periods which practically 
have no end. The context alone, 
then, could decide as to the duration 
implied. Itis to be noted, and clear- 
ly atthat, that the same word which 
speaks of life eternal, is the one 
used to speak of punishment eternal. 
A careful and candil examination of 
the key passages leads me to believe 
that the Master intended to convey 
the idea of eternity, although, as 
stated above, the words do not neces- 
sarily demand it—the context alone 
seems to demand it. Still, it leaves 
the matter open to intelligent doubt. 

But let us beware against being 
misled by any false rhetoric or any 
false sentiment. Let us beware agaiust 
being carried away by any declama- 
tions against a God who would for- 
ever condemn a soul for sins com- 
mitted in so short period as the hu- 
man life. Look at the laws of our 
land. For the work of a single sec- 
pond, for the ove act of a moment, for 
wilful and clearly proven murder, 
they will demand the life, the sacred 
life, the earthly atu of the guilty 
murderer. Do we declaim against 
them? Do we exhaust our rhetoric 
against them? Do we accuse them of 
bloodthirstiness and brutality? No. 
And why not?) Simply because the 
laws are clear and explicit; simply be- 
cause every men endowed with reason 
knows their.nature aod knows their 
penalties ;ind simply because when he 
grossly violates these laws he dves so 
with the penalty clearly before him. 
We never hang idiots; we hang only 
those capable of reasoning and capable 
of discriminating betweea right and 
wrong, Look again at nature. No 
one dare transgress against the majes- 
ty of her-laws with:impunity. Break 
them, disobey them, and woe betide 
the Zuilty offender. She is fairly 
bristiing with rewards and punish- 
ments. No after repentance will 
avail. Break her laws, and vengeance, 
everlasting vengeance, as far as this 
world is concerned, is sure to follow. 
De we declaim against the cruelty and 
the brutality of the laws of nature? 
Again no. And why? Because again 
we are reasonable creatures, and if we 
wilfully break her laws, aye, if we ig- 
noraoctiy break her laws, we are 
doomed to suffer. Why, wherever 
man is, he is governed by & hope of 
reward and a fear of punishment. 
What mean our policemen, our pris- 
ons, our penitestiaries} They mean 
that men, as they are, and as they al- 
ways have been, aod, I fear, as fhey 


i 


always will be, are controlled mainly 


by fear. Remove these punishments, 
and the world would throng with 
thieves and murderers and adulterers. 
You may say that this ig a poor com- 
mentary upon the human race; but is 
it not true, and do not the facts bear 
it out? Remove the fear of punish- 
ment, and how long would the aver- 
age ‘of men remain within bounds? 
The Scriptures seem to base their 
doctrine of punishments upon this 
mournful fact; yet with this excep- 
tion: they always open wide a free 
and broad door to repentence, while 
the laws of the lanfl and the laws of 
nature never do; once transgress 
them, and no after repentance will 
avail. It is idle to say that it is cruel 
to place human passions within a man, 
then place him amid temptations, and 
then punish him in case he falls. AW 
that would be of force if all men were 
idiots, incapable of discriminating be- 
tween right and wrong, with no power 
to seek the good and resist the evil. 
But, so long as man is iotejligent and 
capable of discrimination, then, if he 
knows the wrong and still seeks and 
follows it, if he knows the right and 
wilfully neglects it, he is rightly liable 
to punishment. To one who firmly 
believes in the Bible; to one who 
knows its conditions; to such an one, 
if he still is guilty of those transgres- 
sions, eternal punishment can be po 
hardship, and for the reason that he 
had been forewarned and still had 
plunged into the forbidden crimes. 
But to one who, after the calmest, 
most impartial and candid examina- 
tion, cannot receive the§ Bible as God’s 
infallible word, this standard, | think, 
would not and ought not to hold good. 
Such an one will be judged by the 
light within him, as the ancients were; 
always supposing, though, that every 


it was God’s word or po had been 
most fairly and honestly tried. This 
is the Master's own test: “The aer- 
vant who knows not His will, and 
therefore does it not, shall be beaten 


who knew His will, and did it not, 
shall be beaten with many stripes.” 
Of one thing we may be certain, and 
that is, that we will be “judged in 
righteousness.” Our eyes will be 
greatly opened on that day. Many 
whom we have thought to be of God's 
people will be set aside, while many 
whom we have thought to be repro- 
bates will be among His honored ones. 
Religion is of God; theology is of 
man. Weare saved by the former, 
and not by the latter. And who, of 
Adam’s sinful race, can dogmatize, 
and say who shall be saved and who 
shali be lost? In the presence of so 
solemn a theme we should be filled 
with the truest humility and the tend- 
erest charity. But now, as a last 
thicg, I am extremely sorry that my 
good friend “Sinner” makes such rash 
statements io his first communication. 
Had he reflected calmly he never 
wonld have madethem. For instance, 
he asserted that but few intelligent 
persons, outside of the clergy, believed 
in the inspiration of the Bible. A 
moment's calm thought would have 
shown him that millions believe in its 
full inspiration. The vast member- 
ship of the Greek church, embracing 
all the Russias and Greece; the mem- 
bership uf the Roman church, extend- 
ing over the entire globe; the mem- 
bership of the various Protestant 
churches; these al! receive the Dible's 
inspiration. Again, he said that the 
Bible is full of contradictions, absur- 
dities and impossibilities. He should 
have given his proof, and should have 
had it of the clearest, most positive 
and unmistakeable nature. Of course 
“Sinner,” being an honest man him- 
self, believes it to be so; but is not 
that a vastly different thing? I may 
believe a man to be a thief, yet our 
law demands that I shall fully and 
clearly prove it. Still again, he spoke 
of the “comfortable doctrine of eternal 
damnation.” Now, everyone knows 
that that is a most uncomfortable doc- 
trine, in fact, so uncomfortable that 
it chills even the hardest and sternest 
hearts, even as they think of it. Still 
again, he spoke of the God of the Old 
Testament as commanding cities to 
be put to the sword, and “smiling” at 
the carnage; putting “smiling” ino 
quotation marks, as though the word 
had been gotton from the Bible. The 
most careful thougbt fails to call to 
my mind a single instance recorded in 
the Bible at all resembling this state- 
ment. In the best of temper, in the 
kindliest of feeling for all who may 
difter with me, I throw this out, only 
asking that it may be received in the 
same good natare, and as the honest 
opinions ofa Szeker ror TRvuru.

The Works Burned Down, but the Ma- 
chinery Little Hurt—Loss $50,000. 


About 8 o'clock last evening 4 
bright light was seen from Reno over 
the mountains to the southeast, in the 
direction of Virginia City. News was 
received from the Comstock that the 
Hale & Norcross was on fire. The 
fire broke out at 7:30, and in @ short 
time a!l the buildings included in the 
H. & N. works were buraed to the 
ground. The fire is said to have been 
caused by the explosion of a kerosesfe 
lamp in the changing-room ofthe men. 
As the shaft has a strong up-cast air 
current, the flames did mot go below 
the surface, and the hole is, therefore, 
all right. There were eighteen meo 1D 
the mine when the fire broke out. 
They retired through the Combination 
shaft. 

Senator Fair says the Hale & Nor- 
cross was his “pet,” and he greatly re- 
grets the fire. The disaster has made 
long faces on the Comatack. The fol- 
lowing telegram, received. at 1 P. ™.
